their first outfit of cticks. How 
many do they need and what kind 
should they buy? 

Lou Hamel, a St. Loute- bred 
professional, who has made the 
selling of golf equipment his spe- 
cialty, offers some advice to the 
beginners. 

“Nine out of 10 beginners have 
a rough idea of what they want 
and their first request will be for 
a heavy club.” Hamel writes. 
“Thus they make their first mis- 
take In the mafority of cages in 
selecting your wooden clubs pick 
one with a head so light that you 
don't fee) that there is a load on 
the end. Pick a light club. The 
professionals who make a living 
by playing golf. don’t use a club 
with a heavy head, and they don't 
overlook any ts. 

“Five clubs are enough for the 
beginner. They are the driver, 
brassie, midiron, mashies and 
putter. The length of the club 
is determined by the position or 
Stance of'the individual. rather 
than by his or her heicht. For 
instance, a man 6 feét 2 inches 
with long arms using an upright 
Swing will use a shorter club than 
& man 5 feet 7 inches. who has 
short arms and who uses a flat 
swing. For that reason it would 
be well to take a lesson or let a 
professional look you over before 
you invest in any equipment.

First, temporary patches were 
riveted over the great reats 
in the hull.

As the volume of dir 
increased, it forced the water out 
of the hull, finally to a point 26 
feet below the surface of the sea 
outside.

OMETIMES Vollard, the miser, sells a picture. Sales 
have made him rich. -Among the hundreds of master- 
pieces he has stored from cellar to garret in his big, 
bare house in the Rue de Martigmac, Paris, one painting, 
or a score, would not be missed. 

But sales are few. Many come who would like to buy. 
Few are permitged to see his treasures. Fewer, indeed, 

may purchase. Vollard doesn’t care to sell. 

If arrangements have been made, weeks in advance, if the in- 
troductions have been proper, one may be given a glimpse. From 
the pictures standing with faces to the wall at the sides of the 
room, he will turn one to the light. ) 

His eyes gleam as he exposes his treasure. But only for a mo- 
ment do they rest upon the painting; instead they are appraising 
the visitor and his reactions. 

Praise for his pictures is to Vollard the wine of life. His eyes 
sparkle as the visitor enthuses. They glow and flash as the de- 
termined connoisseur zis waeey bid upon bid in an effort to obtain 
the treasure. 

He chuckles to himself, this great bald man with shaggy brows, 
with tuberous nose and gray-white bristling beard; chuckles, while 
the price is raised, as a miser might chuckle at the clink of gold 
in hand. 

Then he quickly turns the picture to the wall. 

“It is sad, Monsieur, hein? But the picture is not for sale.” 


- 
HAT is Vollard’s sardonic humor. He loves his joke, as the 
American knows who two years ago tried to buy one of Cezan- 
ne’s greatest paintings, “‘The Card Players.”’ 

It is a picture for which to'‘trade one’s soul. The American was 
not forced to that extremity. In his pocket was a checkbook. In 
the bank were plenty of funds. 

‘‘Well, then,”’ he said to Monsieur Vollard, “‘what do you say to 
1,200,000 francs?” =), 

Ambroise Vollard laughed. Then he shrugged his shoulders. 
“It is not for sale.’ — 

Roughly, 1,200,000 francs is $240,000. A price to pay for a joke. 
Vollard can afford it. American collectors have already paid him 
more than $6,000,000 for a part of his pictures. The money he has 
used to buy more canvases, a mansion in an exclusive quarter of 
the Rive Gauche and the two motor cars he keeps. He can afford 
to pay for his little joke. And he will pay a great deatmore for 
a bigger one. Vollard is a miser. He doesn’t want to sell. And 
at his death he hopes to leave pictures, worth millions, to the 
Louvre. Then he will greet the great unknown with Gargantuan 
laughter. ° 


OR the pictures Ambroise Vollard has collected are the pictures 

that for years were pariahs of the salons. They are pictures 
all France once scorned. In 35 years he has bought them by the 
thousands when no one else would have such canvases. He paid 
an average, it is estimated, of $12 apiece for the work of Cezanne, 
Degas, Renoir, Van Gogh, Gauguin—the very list fs a'‘roll call of 
the giants. 

A strange man is Vollard, and stranger still his house where 
the doors are always barred and bolted and the-shutters always 
closed Save in three rooms everything is scattered through it 
just as the movers left his treasures when they transported them 
to the Rue de Martignac three years ago. Into one room only, the

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dining room, he permits the entrance 
of visitors. Four priceless Cezannes, 
signed “Ingres” by the then young 
painter by way of a joke, are upon the 
walls. So is a portrait of Vollard, as 
a bull fighter, by Renoir. A few bits 
of ‘statuary by Rodin and Malliol— 
names to conjures with—are in the 
hall. The stairsteps are uncarpeted. 
Things are dusty, musty, dark. But 
in the dining room are at least 50 Ce- 
zannes stacked upom-the floor: More 
than 100 are said to be within the 
house, with 75 works of Renoir. and 
60 by Degas, Gauguin, Yan Gogh, 
Rousseanh, Picasso, Mattise——these 
and a score of others have filled the 
closets and empty rooms with their 
works. For when Vollard decides to 
buy a painter’s ‘pictures he buys by 
the score; and 50 at a time—-to him— 
is no astounding order. 


FRICAN born, of French par- 

entage, Vollard became a wine 
salesman, and his early years in Paris 
he somehow keeps secret, never talk- 
ing of them even to his friends. But 
he had a flair for pictures; he had a 
love for art and-artists. He had a 
longing for the life of the Latin Quar- 
ter. And somehow he fell in with 
Pere Tanguy. Tanguy introduced him 
to Cezanne. And Vollard ‘began to 
buy. 

After a while he started a little art 
shop on the Rue Lafitte. A profit of $10 
on-a picture satisfied him. He bought 
morespictures with the profit. His in- 
stinct was surer thafi critic’s or con- 
noisseur’s. He was far in advance of 
his time. Thirty-five years ago Vol- 
lard bégan to buy Cezannes. 


OOR old Pere Tanguy! To _ the 

artists—impecunious lot!—he was 
father and somewhat more. He wasa 
plasterer when he married. Then he 
“went to Paris and became a color- 
grinder, while Mme. Tanguy, rather a shrewish old 
woman, got a job as concierge in a house on the 
Butte Montmartre. Honest Julien Tanguy, now 
more free, set up in business for himself. He ped 
dled colors wherever there were artists. He trust- 
ed those who could not pay for paint and brush. 
His heart, the madame said, was on his sleeve. 
At last in the Rue Clauzel he rented a little shop. 
Cezanne, Renoir, Gauguin and Van Gogh were 
among his patrons. His generous nature was a 
target for all fakers. Well, said his wife, that was 
the old man’s way. She scolded, but at heart was 
a philosopher. 

Tanguy was the first to bay Cezannes. Dozens 
were stacked ih the little room. behind his shop. 
Sometimes ‘the sold one—when he had given away 
his last sou to a painter with a hard-luck tale and 
Mamma~Tanguy was calling for the soup meat. 
Van Gogh, too, he bought, when Van Gogh was 
glad to sell a picture for a franc. 

What would -you? He failed. .Then he died, a 
man who never. had spoken ill of any man—who 
never had turned.a hungry soul from 
his open door. The painter folk con- 
tributed their canvases to a benefit 
sale and the widow received 10,000

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francs. Shortly after she was carried 
to rest beside him. 


But before Father Tanguy died he 
had introduced Ambroise Vollard to 
Cezanne. And thus the strange miser 
of the Rue de Martignac was thrown 
into the very vortex of-the art move- 
ment which then convulsed all France 
with scandal, for Cezanne was the fa- 
ther of ‘“‘The, Savages.” / 


' 
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ssQrAVAGES” they were, in truth— 

Cezanne, Gauguin and Van Gogh. 
Men who wefe madmen in art. France 
gave them the name in\derision of 
their painting. It described the. men 
as truly, in themselves. Simple-heart- 
ed, singlepurposed, Cezanne; who 
flung his pictures sometimes in the 
fields, or tossed them in a ditch along 
the roadside; who, on the day when 
his mother was buried, painted to for- 
get ‘his sorrow and forgot the funeral. 


Van Gogh, who thought the portrait 
Gauguin painted of him had pictured 
him madman. “It is certainly I, but 
it’s I gone mad”: who that night sev- 
eral times awakened the other as he 
slept, by stealthily bending over him, 
and who next day followed Gauguin, 
with whom he shared a cottage, down 
the street and rushed upon him with 


an open razor, in maniacal fury, ——=— 
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Once Voliard refused $240,000 for one of his dust 
masterpieces. 
er in it,” wrote Gawguin in his “Intimate Journal,” for “hg stopped 
and, lowering his head, set running off home.” 

A penitent, if mad, Van Gogh! Once in his room he slashed 
from his head an ear to show his shame. Later he went to an 
asylum. Cure was impossible. “Dear Master,” he wrote to 
Gauguin, “after having known you and caused you pain, it is 
better to die in a good state of mind than in a degraded one.” 

Then, “‘he sent a revolver-eshot into his stomach,” says Gauguin, 
“and it was only a few hours later that he dfed, lying in his bed, 
smoking his pipe, having complete possession of his mind, full of 
the love of his art and without hatred for others.”’ 


AUGUIN, toe! In early youth a sailor. Then a prosperous 

stock broker, who married, fell in with artists and abandoned 
bis wife and children that he might paint. Somerset Maugham, 
in “Moon and Sixpence,’ wrote of such a man, and as he wrote 
before him was a door, its glass covered with a masterpiece which 
Paul Gauguin had painted in the Marquesas where he, sick of civ- 
ilization and scorned and bruised by life, sought health of soul 
and body, found love and placid beauty that he could paint, but 
also found his resting place in death. 

A strange, mad tribe, yet they made over in their generation, the 
concept of great art. 

Not of “The Savages” were Renoir and Degas. The latter was 
ever the city man, who painted washer women and ballet girls and 
startling nudes and -racing scenes. He had won high success be- 
fore death called him, and was acclaimed. In Paris 
studios still they talk about his wit. “But my dear 
friend,”’ he daréd to say to waspish “Jemmy” Whis- 
tler, “‘you conduct yourself in life as though you had

ENOIR, whose portrait of Vollard has post of 

honor in that dingy room, had painted through a 
long life of deep and bitter struggle until he died 
in 1919, an octogenarian, who for almost 20 years 
had been paralyzed. s 

Vollard met him in 1915 om a streets in Collettes, 
through which Renoir was being carried in a litter. 
He agreed ta paint the collector’s portra#, but “as 
a bull fighter.” Vollard hurried. to Spain to. buy 
his outfit and rushed again to France. The portrait 
was painted with the brush strapped to Renoir’s 
paralyzed arm. The painter’s doctor mixed hi 
colors, Marie, his servant, held the brush in place. 
“You don’t need hands to paint with, all you need 
is a brain,’’ Renoir told Vollard while the latter 
sat before him. 

Out of his rich experience with artists Vollard 
has become biographer of Renoir and of Cezanne 
and besides these lives has written and published 

any other books. He has collected great paint- 
hee. One can scarce look up the records of the 
“French Post-Impressionist masters without finding 
his name associated with their choicest thipgs. But 
he also has printed beawtiful editions de luxe. And, 
curiously enough, if his profits on the pictures en- 
abled him to sustain a loss on publications, these, 
in turn, because of beauty and great rarity, have s°e 
advanced in price as to recompense him richly. He 
has revived the art of bookmaking in France. 

Chatty, informal, delightful, his “Life of Cezan- 
ne” paints an unforgettable portrait of that strange
